Kansas,  for  Northern  Baptists,  were 
appointed  at  the  1947  sessions  to  dis¬ 
cuss  “common  problems.” 

These  “common  problems"  have 
arisen  in  varying  interpretations  of 
eomity  agreements  affecting  territorial 
boundaries  of  the  two  groups.  Center 
of  the  “problems"  now  are  the  states 
of  Kansas,  Arisona,  California,  Ore¬ 
gon  and  Washington  where  some 
established  church  and  some  newly 
organized  churches  have  pledged  co¬ 
operation  with  Southern  Baptists, 


The  Joint  Commitees  on  Conference  imanlmously  adopted  the  following 
statements  and  recommendations,  foUowlng  thorough  and  mutual  conference. 

We  believe  that  there  should  be  a  new  spirit  of  mutual  understanding 
and  appreciation  between  Northern  and  Southern  Baptists. 

After  hours  of  conference  and  investigation,  we  find  a  large  majority  in 
both  Conventions  agree,  to  an  encouraging  extent,  in  fundamental  Baptist 
principles. 

We  find,  likewise,  that  in  some  cases  where  criticism  has  arisen,  it  has 
come  rather  from  personality  than  principle. 

It  is  our  conviction,  that,  since  we  have  so  much  in  common  as  Baptists 
we  should  exercise  a  spirit  of  Christian  charity  at  the  points  at  which  we 
differ  without  compromise  of  the  principles  of  either  Convention. 

Your  Committee  calls  attention  to  previous  recommendations  by  similar 
committees  and  the  actions  tsdeen  by  the  Northern  and  Southern  Conventions 
as  follows: 

First.  In  1912  a  Joint  Committee  of  tbs 
Northern  and  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tions  presented  a  report,  which  was  later 
adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  and  the  Northern  Baptist  Qanven- 
tion  and  was  reaffirmed  by  a  Commute* 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
1942,  which  statement  expresses  the  con¬ 
viction  of  this  Committee  to  wit; 

“We  recognise  the  following  as  fund*- 
mental  Baptist  principles: 

(I)  “FandsmenUI  Prinriplea. 

“1.  The  Independence  of  the  local  Bap¬ 
tist  church. 

“2.  The  moral  Interdependence  aixl  th* 
cooperation  of  Baptists  churches  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  Interests  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Ood. 

“3.  The  purely  advisory  nature  of  all 
denominational  organizations  bi  their  r*- 
latlon  to  Baptist  churches. 

(II)  “Orgasiaing  Priaciplea.

mighty  veil  hung  before  the  shrine.  It 
was  “curiously  wrought”  in  colors  of 
blue,  purple,  and  scarlet.  It  was  sup¬ 
ported  by  pillars  overlaid  with  gold 
Franks;  Breedlove,  hung  from  hooks  of  solid  gold. 

In  the  moment  when  the  crucified 
Christ  had  finished  drinking  the  bit¬ 
ter  cup  of  our  redemption,  and  had 
dismissed  His  Spirit  to  the  Father, 
and,  as  the  earth  quaked,  and,  as 
At-  rocks  were  rent,  and,  as  graves  gave 
up  their  dead:  “Behold,  the  veil  of  the 
temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom.” 

This  sacred  sign  meant:  (1)  That 
atonement  had  been  made;  (2)  That 
a  “new  and  living  way”  to  Ood  had 
been  laid;  (3)  That  all  believers  to 
the  priesthood  had  been  ordained.

“3.  Denominational  organizations  of 
every  kind  should  ‘jealously  regard  the 
rl^tt  of  all  sister  organizations  and  of 
the  churches,  being  always  careful  to 
promote  unity  and  harmony  and  to  main¬ 
tain  inviolate  the  highest  principles,  thus 
exempltfying  the  noblest  function  of  li¬ 
berty,  to  wit:  a  proper  respect  for  the 
liberties  of  others.* 

“3.  No  Baptist  body  should  use  Its  In¬ 
fluence  to  disintergrate  or  Injure  the 
work  of  any  other  Baptist  bodies.  Xhrery 
Baptist  organisation  should  be  an  Inter¬ 
grating  and  constructive  force.** 

Sccend.  In  IMS.  the  Oommittees  of  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tione  expressed  the  urgency  of  coopera¬ 
tive  action  and  mutual  understanding  and 
confidence  as  foBows: 

"In  a  sorely  stricken  and  divided  world, 
dissevered  by  racial,  economic  and  re¬ 
ligious  differences  and  hatreds,  the 
churches  of  CSirist  face  both  a  danger 
and  an  opportunity.  We.  therefore,  that 
we  may  ftod  for  ourselves  a  deeper  and 
more  abiding  unity,  and  In  loving  obed¬ 
ience  to  the  Injunction  of  our  liOrd,  coun¬ 
sel  the  cfaurches,  ministers  and  officers 
of  our  respective  Conventions  to  refrain 
from  Invidious  and  harmful  criticism  and 
comment,  each  upon  the  ether,  and  to 
respect  fully  the  rights  of  individual  con¬ 
science  and  private  judgement  upon 
which  our  Baptist  policy  rests,  that  we 
may  present  to  the  worid  an  examine  of 
that  unity  and  good  will  which  are  es- 
sntlal  to  the  effectiveness  of  our  Chris¬ 
tian  witness.’*

a  bullock  had  been  offered  up  for 
his,  and  the  sins  of  his  family.  Furth¬ 
ermore,  when  he  went  beyond  the  veil 
he  bore  in  his  hands  the  blood  which 
had  been  shed  for  the  sins  of  the  peo¬ 
ple! 

Before  the  veil  was  rent  and  the  way 
was  opened  for  all  men  to  come  to 
Ood.  atoning  blood  for  the  sins  of  all 
men  had  to  be  shed. 

Isaiah  had  prophesied  that  His  vis¬ 
age  would  be  marred  “more  than  any 
man.**  Before  Calaphas  they  spat  upon 
Him.  buffeted  Him  and  smote  Him 
with  the  palms  of  th^  hands.  If .  If  — 
your  eyes  can  endure  to  behold  the 
sight,  look  on  His  tom  and  bleeding 
face  and  know  that  this,  too,  is  aton¬ 
ing  blood  that  had  to  Be  shed  before 
there  could  be  the  rending  of  the  veil! 

Pilate  has  condemned  Him  to  be 
scourged,  and  He  is  about  to  receive 
the  chastisement  of  our  peace  smd  the 
stripes  of  our  healing  upon  shoulders 
that  have  never  bowed  under  any 
sins  but  ours.  The  nigged  Roman  with 
the  Cruel  whip  cut  Into  His  quivering 
flesh,  and  blood  streams  down!  This,- 
too.  Is  atoning  blood  that  had  to  flow 
before  the  “new  and  living  way.  .  . 
through  the  veD,  that  Is  to  say,  his 
flesh,**  could  be  opened  for  sinful  men 
to  come  to  Ood!  In  mockery  they 
press  a  thorny  crown  down  on  the 
finely  chisled  brow  of  the  Son  of 
Ood.  FYom  under  the  piercing  points 
of  each  In-tumed  thorn  there  streams 
blood — atoning  blood. 

Atop  gray  Oolgotha  two  crosses  al¬ 
ready  stand  with  their  victims.  A 
third  cross  lies  upon  the  ground  and 
by  It  stands  the  Lamb  of  Ood.  The 
soldiers  strip  Him,  visiting  torturing 
humiliation  upon  Him.  They  stretch 
His  already  bleeding  body  upon  the 
cross  and  drive  spikes  through  His 
hands— hands  that  had  blessed  little 
children  —  and  spikes  through  hi* 
— feet  that  had  followed  wander¬ 
ing  mankind  along  the  torturous  path 
of  their  sin  to  their  deepest  hell.  The 
cross  Is  lifted  and  dropped  into  its 
place.  The  spikes  tear  His  hands  and 
feet.  See,  fnwn  His  hand  and  feet, 
blood  streaing,  streaming,  streaming 
down!— atoning  blood  that  had  to  be 
shed  before  the  veil  between  man  and 
Ood  could  be  rent!

(Oontinued  from  Page  One) 
Northern  Baptists  meeting  at  Mil¬ 
waukee  May  24-30  will  recommend 
the  reaffirmation  of  previous  comity 
agreements,  the  promotion  of  “con¬ 
fidence,  mutual  understanding  and 
good  will  for  fellow  Baptist  groups,” 
and  avoidance  of  “harmful*  criticism, 
uninvesUgated  rumors  and  unbrother- 
ly  attitudes.” 

The  proposal  for  s  Baptist  Alliance  of 
North  America  reads: 

"We  believe  that  the  spirit  of  fellow¬ 
ship  snd  good  will  snd  the  Interest  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  as  interpreted 
by  BaptLsts,  would  be  promoted  by  s 
Baptist  Alliance  of  North  America.  If 
Baptists  are  to  make  vital  in  the  life  of 
our  world  the  fundamentals  o(  our 
faith,  a  positive  and  united  effort  must  be 
developed.  We,  therefore,  recommend; 

"That  consideration  be  given  to  tbe 
establishment  of  sucm  s  Baptist  Alliance 
of  North  America,  patterned  after  the 
recognized  Baptist  bodies  of  Norik 
Baptist  World  Alliance,  through  wbick 
America  may  give  a  united  expresskm 
of  their  Christian  witness.’* 

The  reference  to  tbe  Baptist  World  Al* 
lisDce  type  of  organisation  evidenUy 
means  that  no  Baptist  gibup  would  lose 
Its  identity  nor  any  of  tts  present  an- 
tborlty,  T^  Alliance  simply  would  be  s 
fellowship  for  tbe  promotion  of  good  wiO 
among  Baptists  snd  tbe  ability  for  BsF 
tists  to  speak  unitedly  bn  social  and  rw 
llgious  matters. 

Such  an  cwganlsstlon  would  allow  • 
united  voice  for  some  12.000.000  BapURe 
on  tbe  North  American  continent,  to- 
eluding  IM.OM  Qsnadlkn  BaptisUc.  l.GA-

A  Good  Plan 

According  to  the  Biblical  Re¬ 
corder,  North  Carolina  state  paper, 
aa  a  result  of  a  discussion  on  the 
Roman  Catholic  situation  in  the 
United  States  recently  at  the  Fel¬ 
lowship  Club  of  the  Hayes  Barton 
Church,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
a  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
church  to  arrange  for  placing 
copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  in 
the  Union  Bus  Station  in  that  city. 

The  idea  is  that  Baptists  should 
be  at  least  as  alert  and  energic 
in  getting  our  literature  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  as  the  Boman 
Catholics,  or,  other  religious 
bodies. 

Ten  copies  of  the  Biblical  Re¬ 
corder,  paid  for  by  the  church,  are 
now  being  placed  in  the  bus  sta¬ 
tion  each  week  for  free  distribu¬ 
tion  to  the  public.

How  To  Read  the 
Gospels 

People  often  speak  about  the 
diffculty  they  have  in  reading  the 
Bible.  Smetimes  they  are  frank 
enough  to  say  that  they  just  can’t 
find  it  interesting.  No  wonder,  for 
most  of  us  have  never  been  taught 
how  to  read  the  Bible.  Since  the 
most  important  part  of  the  Bible 
is  the  New  Testament  and  the  most 


important  bo(du  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  are  the  four  Gospels,  let  us 
start  our  Bible  reading  with  Uie 
life  of  Jesus.  How  shall  oue  read 
the  Gospels? 

First,  where  shall  we  begin?  No, 

not  with  Matthew  which  comes 
first  in  the  New  Testament.  Begin 

with  Mark,  not  because  Mark  is 
the  shortest  of  the  Gospels  and  the 
oldest,  but  rather,  because  it  is  the 
basis  of  Matthew  and  Luke,  and  is 
more  full  of  action,  simpler,  and 
more  straightforward  tlian  the 
others. 

How  much  shall  we  read  at  the 
first  siting?  Riglit  here  Is  where 
most  of  the  difficulty  wth  Bible 
reading  comes  in.  Our  Bible  read¬ 
ing  consists  too  often  of  a  chap¬ 
ter,  or  a  verse  of  a  few  verses, 
which  may  be  useful  on  many  oc- 
cassions,  and  none  of  ^iiich  we  are 
ruling  out,  but  the  way  to  really 
know  Jesus  Christ  is  to  read  the 
Gospels  each  at  a  sitting.  It  takes 
about  one  hour  and  a  quarter  to 
read  the  Gospel  of  Mark  out  loud 
— considerably  less  when  read  to 
oneself.  We  never  hesitate  to  read 
that  long  or  longer  when  we  start 
in  on  a  fast-moving  shot  story  in 
a  magazine. 

When  you  read  Mark  thought- 
folly  through  at  one  sitting  you 
will  get  a  conception  of  Jesus  you 
nevr  got  before.  Never  again  will 
you  doubt  that  He  was  wholly  and 
uniquely  divine.  Never  again  will 
you  have  any  question  s^ut  the 
trustworthiness  of  Mark’s  record. 
You  catch  the  spirit  of  a  humble 
conscientious  writer  determined  to 
preserve  the  testimony  of  eyewit¬ 
nesses  to  a  great  miracle,  a  great 
tragedy,  a  great  new  beginning 
of  something  that  can  never  stop — 
a  light  shining  in  the  darkness. 

If  yon  read  Mark  through  at  one 
aitting,  you  will  want  to  read  more 
about  Jesus.  You  have  three  more 
records.  We  suggest  you  read  Mat¬ 
thew  next,  but  read  it  at  one  sitt¬ 
ing.  Matthew  repeats  practically 
every  line  of  Mark  but  adds  much 
of  what  Jesus  said  in  his  sermons 
to  the  people.  The  greatest  ser¬ 
mon  ever  preacher  is  found  in 
Matthew  5,  6  and  7,  and  another 
in  •  Chapter  10  and  there  are  at 
least  four  others.  Sit  down  some 
evening  and  read  the  whole  of  the 
book  of  Matthew.  It  will  take  you 
possibly  an  hour  and  a  half.  Its 
teachings  have  been  gradually  re¬ 
making  the  world.  Your  very  ex¬ 
perience  iift  tbe  reading  of  the  book' 
cannot  help  but  transfmm  your 
apiriL 

If  you  read  Mark  and  Mattheir 
as  suegested,  you  will  he  profound¬ 
ly  grateful  that  there  is  another 
aketch  of  Jesiu’  life  for  you  to 
read.  Luke,  also  based  on  Mark, 
has  been  called  the  most  beautiful 
hook  ever  written.  Because  Luke 
wrote  for  Gentiles  rather  than  for 


Jews,  you  will  feel  you  are  getting 
a  little  closer  to  Jesus  than  even 
Matthew  led  you.

John’s  (iospel 
was  ^Titten  much  later  than  the 
others.  All  over  the  Roman  world 
people  persecuted  for  their  faith 
had  found  Christ  ns  Saviour,  and 
John  reads  these  experiences  buck 
into  his  story  of  Jesus’  life.  If  you 
have  read  the  other  three  (iosi>els, 
as  suggested  John  will  become  al¬ 
most  a  personal  ex|>erience  as  you 
read  it.  Jesus  will  be  to  you  the 
Bread  of  Life  and  ITie  Light  of  the 
World.  He  will  be  the  Way.  the 
Truth  and  the  Life.  You  will  be 
born  again. 

We  beg  of  you  take  four  even¬ 
ings  and  in  the  manner  suggested, 
read  the  Gospels.

What  Is  Faith?

What  is  faith?  For  some  faith  is  be- 
the  evidence  pointing  In  the  opposite 
lieving  on  inadequate  evidence  or  with 
direction  —  a  leap  into  the  dark  with 
close  minds  and  eyes.  This  Is  to  de¬ 
fine  faith  as  incredulity,  mystery 
wishful  thinking.  According  to  the 
Christian  interpretation,  faith  is  posi¬ 
tive  trust  in  Ood  in  which  Ood  as  re¬ 
vealed  in  Christ  becomes  positioned  in 
the  life  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  This  it 
"saving  faith.”  A  college  boy  defined 
it  as  "betting  your  life  there  is  a  Ood." 
The  philosopher  defined  It  as  "the 
'  soul’s  Invincible  surmise.”  Paul  termed 
It,  “being  Justified  by  faith.”  Christ 
said,  "Thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole." 

Life  not  only  begins  "in  faith"  but 
life  is  lived  in  faith.  One  does  not  eat 
his  dinner  or  lie  on  his  bed  at  night 
without  faith  that  his  food  will  nour¬ 
ish  not  poi.son  him,  that  his  bed  will 
support  not  suffocate  him.  If  it  is 
true  that  sixty-five  patients  out  of 
every  hundred  who  go  to  see  the  doc¬ 
tor  have  functional  rather  than  or¬ 
ganic  disorders,,  then  simple  faith  in 
the  doctor  will  have  a  greater  curative 
power  than  the  druggist’s  pills— the 
doctor  might  prescribe  the  latter  to  get 
the  former.  One  does  not  or  should 
not  marry  without  faith  that  the  other 
person  will  cooperate  to  build  a  home. 
Consciously  or  unconsciously  we  live 
out  each  common  day  by  faith.  With¬ 
out  faith  the  greatest  values  in  life 
cannot  be  known  and  enjoyed:  the 
beauty  of  a  sunset,  the  richness  of 
friendship,  the  Inspiration  of  great 
music,  or  the  appreciation  of  art  and 
literature.  These  values  are  ours  not 
through  our  own  strivings,  but  through 
committment  —  we  simply  open  our 
lives  to  them  and  they  become  our 
possession.  But  the  question  is  not, 
"Shall  we  live  by  faith?”  The  ques¬ 
tion  to.  "In  what  or  whom  shall  we 
have  faith?”  We  need  Someone  other 
thsui  ours^ves.  Someone  greater  than 
ourselves  to  give  ourselves  to  for  as¬ 
surance  and  power  for  living.  King 
George  VI  expressed  it  In  his  Christ¬ 
mas  message  in  1940  during  the  blits 
of  London.  "I  said  to  a  man  who  stood 
at  the  gate  of  the  year,  “Give  me  s 
light  that  I  may  tread  safely  the  un¬ 
known,"  and  he  replied.  "Go  out  in 
to  the  darkness  and  piit  your  hand 
Into  the  hand  of  God.  That  shall  be 
to  you  better  than  a  light  and  safer 
than  a  known  way.”

RENDING  OF  THE  VEIL 

(Continued  from  Page  Twu) 

The  rnemOtmt  of  the  Veil  Meam  Ttet  a 

**New  aad  Uvhig  Way"  ts  God  Had 
Been  LaU 

On  that  divinely  dramatic  day  when 
the  veil  was  rent,  a  “new  and  living 
way*’  waa  “consecrated”  by  which  men 
could  with  “boldnesa  . .  enter  into  the 
holiest”  —  into  the  presence  of  God. 

This  new  way  to  God  was  “new"  In 
that  it  was  not  by  indirection.  This 
way  to  God  was  not  ordinances,  mys¬ 
teries,  sjrmbols,  or  intermediaries.  Too 
often  the  souls  of  men  are  betikyed  by 
our  perverting  the  simple  Gospel  with 
pageantry,  muddling  it  wtih  magic, 
loading  it  down  with  litanies,  or  by 
mining  it  with  rituals. 

Spurgeon,  under  conviction  of  sin, 
sought  salvation  for  five  years  among 
the  many  trappings  of  religion,  not 
discerning  the  simple  but  glorious 
tmth  that  "there  was  life  in  a  look  at 
the  emclfied*  One.”  While  on  hu  way 
elsewhere,  a  storm  forced  him  to  wor¬ 
ship  in  a  little,  primitive  Methodist 
Chapel.  In  the  abeence  of  the  minis¬ 
ter.  a  very  unieared  layman  spoke, 
using  as  his  text  **Look  unto  me.  and 
be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of  the  earth.” 
Said  he; 

My  dear  frtenda.  this  text  says  look. 
Now  that  does  not  take  a  great  deal  of 
effori.  U  am’t  lilting  your  foot  or  your 
finger;  it  la  Just  look^.  Well,  a  man 
need  not  go  to  college  to  learn  to  look. 
You  may  be  the  blggeet  fool,  anl  yet 
you  can  look.  A  man  need  not  be  worth 
a  thouand  pounds  a  year  to  look.  Any¬ 
one  can  look;  a  cfaHd,can  look.  But  this 
Is  what  the  text  says:  *liOok  unto  me.* 

Suddenly  the  humble  man  turned  upon 
young  Spurgeon  and  said:  "Young  man. 
you  look  very  miseraMe,  and  yon  ahrays 
wUl  be  miserable  If  yon  do  not  obey  my 
text  and  look  to  Jesua  for  salvation." 

The  boy,  who  waa  to  become  one  of 
the  greatest  preachers  of  an  ages.  loof- 
ed  —  simply  looked  —  and  was  bom 
again  I 

Before  the  veil  was  rent  the  people 
never  came  into  the  presence  of  God 
except  byproxy.  *rhe  priest  represented 
them  before  God  when  he  went  with¬ 
in  the  veil.  When  the  veil  was  rent 
the  way  to  God  was  open,  not  only  to 
the  holiest  priest,  but  also  to  the 
humblest  peasant. 

A  young  father  and  mother,  tor¬ 
tured  with  grief,  came  and  sobbed  out 
their  story: 

They  and  their  priest  had  become  es¬ 
tranged.  When  the  baby  came  the  priest 
bad  withheld  baptlam  untO  the  parents 
met  certain  demands  of  the  Church.  Tills 
had  further  infuriated  the  parents  and 
the  baby  had  not  been  baptised.  That 
bad  been  three  yean  ago;  and  last  night 
the  baby  had  died,  aad  without  the 
"blessings  of  the  CaMU-efa."  Bellevli«  t*u»4r 
baby  lost,  their  grief  knew  no  bounds. 
The  baby  waa  to  be  buried  in  “uncon- 
secrated  ground.”  Would  I  be  kind  »nr>iigh 
te  conduct  some  kind  of  a  service  over 
the  MtUe  body? 

In  a  quiet  hltl-top  cemetery  and  at 
the  appointed  hour,  I  met  them,  their  re- 
laUvs  and  their  friends,  beating  the  lit¬ 
tle  white  casket.  Standing  there  by  the 
open  grave  I  toM  them  of  how  Jesus 
had  said  His  Kingdom  was  for  little  child¬ 
ren  and  how  Jesus  had  told  them  who 
would  Interpose  themselves  between  Ut¬ 
il®  chDdren  and  Him  to  stand  aside  and 
te  forbid  not  the  Mttte  children  to  come 
te  Him.  I  explained  bow  “Indirection  to 
Idetir*’  bad  been  dene  away  and  Umt 
the  spirit  of  their  child  had  been  under 
no  neoeastty  to  go  to  Ood  by  way  of  a 
priest,  church,  or  sacrantents.  Their 
baby’s  spirit  bad  gone  direoUy  to  be 
with  Jesua  in  a  heavenly  jMxadlse  *^1 
wras  txA  In  a  bopelen  purgatory. 

The  moment  for  lowering  the  Ittlle 
casket  had  come.  Asking  that  It  be  open¬ 
ed  again,  the  father  knelt  down,  cnrireled 
tt  with  his  arms  and  said:  "Oh  David, 
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you  are  wUb  Jesus.  Thank  Oodt  Mother 
and  I  will  see  you  again.’’ 

Five  men  and  women  who  stood  by  that 
little  grave,  Inchidlng  the  parents,  for¬ 
sook  the  devious.  Indirect,  manmade 
ways  to  Ood.  and  began  their  walk  In  the 
“new  and  living  way"  to  Ood.  I  baptized 
them  upon  their  confeslson  of  Hmple 
direct,  personal  faKh  In  CUuist  as  Saviour. 
The  Readiag  mt  the  VHI  Meant  That  All 
Believers  ta  The  Frtesthsad  IMd  Been 
Ordaiaed 

Before  the  rending  of  the  veil  it  was 
unthinkable  that  an  ordinary  man 
should  go  beyond  the  veU.  and  into 
God’s  presence.  That  privilege  belongs 
to  the  high  priest  and  to  him  alone. 

When  Christ  died  and  the  veil  waa 
rent,  the  Holy  of  Holies  came  to  in¬ 
clude  the  vast  dexnain  of  sdl  believing 
hearts.  Henceforth  God  was  to  dwell 
In  the  midst  of  His  people  and  be  dir¬ 
ectly  approachable  to  all. 

Henceforth  the  blessings  of  God 
were  not  to  be  distributed  to  men 
throat  a  stratified  ecclesiastical  so¬ 
ciety.  Henceforth  the  caste  system  in 
religion  was  to  be  done  away.  In  the 
hour  of  the  rending  of  the  veil  all 
beUevers  became  priests  before  thlr 
God. 

The  priesthood  of  believers  is  a  doc¬ 
trine  of  priceleas  privUege.  The  sin¬ 
ning  one  may  go  directly  to  the  God  of 
the  rent-veil  sanctuary,  there  confess 
his  sins,  and  have  Ood  say  to  him,  “I 
absolve  thee;  I  forgiee  thee;  go  and 
sin  no  more.”  The  nobody  may  boldly 
go  to  his  Ood  and  Ood  will  make  him 
somebody! 

The  word  "priest”  means  “sacri- 
flcer,"  and  we  priests  of  the  rent-veil 
sanctuary  are  to  fulfill  Its  meaning. 
What  are  we  to  sacrifice?  Paul  an¬ 
swers: 

I  beseech  ysa.  therefore,  brethren,  by 
the  mercies  of  God,  that  ys  prenenl  your 
bodies  h  livtng  sacrtfloe,  holy,  acee stable 
■nio  God,  which  la  yoar  rnsklr  ser¬ 
vice.  (Komans  12:1). 

We  are  to  present  ourselves  to  Ood 
in  holy  Ufe  and  holy  deed  even  unto 
death. 

Onr  pastorates,  our  pulpits,  and  our 
places  of  service  must  become  veri¬ 
table  altars  upon  which  we  vicarious¬ 
ly  live  and  die  for  Ood. 

Accompanying  the  privUege  of  dir¬ 
ect  access  to  Ood  Is  the  reqxmsibUity 
of  Intercession  for  them  who  know 
not  for  themselves  the  Ood  of  the 
rent-veU  sanctuary.  Would  to  Ood  we 
felt  the  weight  of  this  priestly  duty 
that  he  might  wrap  hlm^f  when  he 
as  did  John  Welch,  who  kept  a  plaid 
arose  to  pray  at  night.  His  wife  would 
unbrald  him  when  she  found  him 
lying  on  the  ground  weeping.  He  would 
reply:  “Oh  woman,  I  have  the  sould  of 
how  It  Is  with  many  of  them.”  There 
would  be  a  real  hope  for  lost  humanity 
if  God’s  believer-priests  felt  like  thatl 

Believer  priests,  we  should  tarry  in 
the  presence  of  Ood  untU  onr  own 
hearts  are  so  filled  with  the  love  and 
compassion  of  God,  that  when  we  go  ‘ 
forth  from  the  Holy  of  HoUes,  we  may 
gather  the  spiritually  dead  to  our 
hearts  and  make  them  alive  to  Ood 
through  Christ.
